Chaplain Passes 
On Sunday — 


Father Timothy Kroboth was 
born August 12, 1884, in. Hohen- 
stadt, Moravia, and at the age of 
six years came to America with 
his parents. He attended schools in 
Kansas City, Mo.,.Airdale, Kan., 
LaJunta, Colo., and Medford, Okla. 
In 1899, Rev: Fr. Kroboth returned 
to Europe to study German and 
Bohemian and six years later re- 
turned to America to enter St. 
Gregory’s Preparatory Seminary 
at Cincinnati, Ohio. After finishing 
his course there he was sent to the 
Royal University of Innsbruck’ in 
Austria for philosophy and theolo- 
gy by the Rt. Rev. Joseph Richter, 
‘later bishop “ofthe Grand~Rapids 
diocese. 

Ordained at Innsbruck in the Un- 
iversity Church, July 26, 1909, Rev. 
Fr. Krohoth went to Krakow, Po- 
land to study. Polish. In 1910 he re- 
turned to Grand Rapids and for a 
short time was assistant Pastor at 
St. Andres’s cathedral. He was 
sent as assistant pastor to St. 
Jame’s church, Bay City,-and-o: 
August 1,°1911 was made pastor of 
St. Joséph’s church at East Jordan. 
It was’ at East Jordan that Fr. 
Kroboth organized the’ first Holy 
Name Society north of Grand Rap- 
ids. In 1917, he was ‘appointed pas- 
tor of St. Michael’s, Suttons Bay, 
and St. Wenceslaus, Gills Pier, and 
missions in Northport. and North- 
port. Point._He -was..also_in_charge]|_ 
‘at the timie of-St.-Joseph’s, -Karli 

In 1929,. Fr. Kroboth was made | 
pastor of St. Andrew’s, Saginaw. 
On July 26, 1934 he celebrated his 
Silver Jubilee in the Priesthood, 
and in June of 1959, he celebrated 
his Golden Jubilee. 

Father was’ stationed at St. 
Charles, Cheboygan for a _ short 
time, after leaving Saginaw and
